SUBJECT: DISCUSSION OF INFCE IN LONDON AND PARIS 

1 . DURING VISIT OF U.S. NUCLEAR BILATERAL DELEGATION TO 
LONDON. THE FOLLOWING POINTS RELATED TO INFCE AROSE: 

- A. PRESS (UK) REFERRED TO US/UK BILATERAL DISCUSSION 
OF HOW SENSITIVE INFORMATION COULD BE PROTECTED AND 
SAID A UK GROUP HAD BEEN STUDYING THE U.S. WG-8 
"ASSESSMENT FACTORS" PAPER, AND ASKED FOR CLARIFICATION 
OF SOME POINTS. PRESS SAID HIS PEOPLE WOULD BE REPORT- 
ING TO HIM WITHIN TEN DAYS WITH SUGGESTIONS AS TO 
SPECIFIC AREAS OF SENSITIVE INFORMATION WHICH SHOULD BE 
AVOIDED. HE ASKED IF THE U.S., UK AND PERHAPS FRANCE 
COULD AGREE ON SUCH AREAS, WHEN IT WOULD HAVE TO BE 
AGREED, AND WHETHER AGREEMENT WAS FEASIBLE ON THAT TIME 
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SCALE. BORIGHT SAID WE WOULD BE PREPARED TO LOOK AT UK 
DRAFT, THAT TO BE MOST USEFUL IT SHOULD BE AGREED IN 
MAY OR BY END OF THIS SUMMER AT THE LATEST, AND THAT 
DEPENDING ON THE LEVEL OF DETAIL, AGREEMENT WOULD SEEM 
TO BE POSSIBLE BY THAT TIME. 

- B. BORIGHT MENTIONED WG-4 PAPERS BY UK/JAPAN TECHNI- 
CAL SECRETARIAT RECEIVED IN WASHINGTON IN LAST TWO DAYS, 
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AND SAID WE WERE CONCERNED THAT WG-4 DO ITS DEFINED 
WORK AND NOT PREJUDGE WG'S-l, 3, AND 5 CONCLUSIONS. WE 
ALSO HOPED THAT ANALYSIS PAPERS WOULD BE RELEVANT TO ALL 
PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES. AND NOT JUST ADVANCED INDUSTRIAL 
AND URANIUM-PRODUCING STATES. 

2. IN ONE OF THREE SMALLER SEPARATE SESSIONS MARCH 31 
FOLLOWING U.S./FRENCH BILATERAL, BORIGHT DISCUSSED 
INFCE WITH BUJON DE L'ESTAING AND SARELLI. 

- A. BORIGHT REVIEWED GENERAL SORTS OF RESULTS AND 
ANALYSES WE HOPED FOR FROM INFCE (I.E., CONSENSUS ON 
SOME BASIC APPROACHES. APPROPRIATE ECONOMIC AND 
RESOURCE FRAMEWORK FOR FUEL CYCLE DECISIONS, EVALUATION 
OF TECHNICAL OPTIONS WHICH MIGHT HAVE NON-PROLIFERATION 
ADVANTAGES, CONSENSUS ON SOME POTENTIALLY USEFUL 
INSTITUTIONAL ARRANGEMENTS). BUJON SAID HE UNDERSTOOD 
AND FELT THIS WAS USEFUL. IN QUESTIONING WHAT WAS 
ACHIEVABLE, BUJON RAISED NEGATIVE SOVIET ATTITUDE AT 
LAST BOARD. BORIGHT SAID SOVIETS DO HAVE SOME 
UNCERTAINTY AS TO PURPOSES AND METHODS, BUT THAT WE 
BELIEVE THEY WILL CONTINUE TO BE CONSTRUCTIVELY 
INVOLVED. 

- B. BORIGHT OUTLINED DISCUSSIONS WITH UK OF 
PROBLEM OF SENSITIVE INFORMATION. BUJON SAID THEY 
WOULD LIKE TO DISCUSS IT FURTHER WITH U.S. AND UK AND 
SUGGESTED WE SET DATE FOR TRILATERAL IN A FEW WEEKS 
WHEN WE HAVE UK IDEAS AS TO AREAS OF SENSITIVE 
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INFORMATION. 

- C. ON TCC, BUJON SAID HE WOULD LEAVE CHAIRMANSHIP 
SUBJECT TO GOLDSCHMIDT. SARELLI SAID HE THOUGHT TCC 
WOULD HAVE TO ADDRESS SUBJECT OF PROLIFERATION 
RESISTANCE ASSESSMENT, BUT SEEMED TO HAVE NO IDEA 
WHAT EXACTLY SHOULD RESULT. 

- D. BUJON SAID FRENCH PARTICIPANTS WERE EXTREMELY 
BUSY. BORIGHT SAID SAME WAS TRUE OF U.S. PARTICIPANTS: 

WE THEREFORE INTENDED TO DO OUR BEST TO AVOID 
EXCESSIVE WORK AND DETAIL IN NON-ESSENTIAL AREAS. FOR 
EXAMPLE, IN SAFETY AND ENVIRONMENTAL AREAS, ONLY 
OVERVIEW SUMMARY AND GENERAL COMPARATIVE FEATURES OF 
ALTERNATIVE FUEL CYCLES NEED BE INCLUDED.
